Editorial 


Another  year  has  passed,  with  the  usual  quota  of  work  done  in  and  by 
the  Church.  In  detail  much  of  the  external  side  of  that  work  is  reported 
within  these  covers,  partly  in  the  Cyclopedia  section  and  partly  in  the  Tables 
of  Statistics.  The  portraits  of  Bishops  consecrated  during  the  year  just 
past  are  only  three,  but  that  is  because  the  pictures  of  two  Missionary  Bishops- 
elect,  consecrated  early  in  the  present  year,  were  included  in  the  volume  for 
1912.  There  were  thus  five  consecrations  to  the  episcopate  during  the  year 
and  there  are  also  three  Bishops  Coadjutor-elect  awaiting  confirmation  as 
the  year  draws  to  a  close.  Three  Bishops  have  passed  to  their  rest,  during 
the  year  from  November  1,  1911,  to  November  1,  1912,  only  one  of  them 
dying  during  the  kalendar  year  of  1912.  The  Clerical  Necrology,  other  than 
that  of  Bishops,  is  of  substantially  normal  length,  numbering  103  names  as 
compared  .with  105  last  year — a  curious  illustration  of  the  inexorable  law  of 
average,  which  demands  relentlessly  that  about  two  priests  or  deacons  should 
pass  to  their  rest  every  week.  The  depositions  number  20,  rather  more  than 
the  average,  and  there  are,  as  always,  some  losses  through  removals  from  the 
American  Church  to  foreign  dioceses.  In  spite  of  these  losses  we  have  the 
really  remarkable  net  increase  of  72  clergy,  though  in  reporting  a  net  gain  of 
63  last  year  wre  felt  that  a  record  had  been  established  that  would  probably 
not  immediately  be  surpassed.  This  gain,  however,  is  only  about  one  to  each 
78  of  the  clergy,  and  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders  reported  is  4  less 
than  last  year.  No  attention  need  be  paid  to  the  fluctuation  in  postulants 
and  lay  readers,  for  these  are  often  not  reported — though  we  cannot  think 
why  they  should  not  be — and  there  is  probably  at  least  no  real  loss  in  lay 
readers.  The  gain  in  communicants  is  22,924,  being  about  214  per  cent. 
This  is  a  greater  gain  than  that  recorded  last  year,  but  only  about  the 
average.  Again  there  is  a  loss  in  total  baptisms,  after  that  so  frequent  loss 
in  past  years  had  been  stayed.  Our  spiritual  birth  rate,  like  the  natural 
birth  rate,  bears  a  continually  smaller  and  smaller  ratio  to  the  number  of 
communicants.  As  there  is  nearly  always  a  gain  in  confirmed,  and  always  in 
communicants,  it  will  be  seen  that  for  many  years  our  gain  in  the  Church 
has  been  by  accretions  from  outside  rather  than  by  the  normal  method  of 
infant  baptism.  We  have  discussed  this  so  frequently  in  past  years  as  to 
make  it  unnecessary  to  do  so  again;  but  it  is  a  constant  menace  to  the  growth 
of  the  Church.  In  1892  there  were  recorded  61,612  baptisms,  being  one  to  a 
fraction  of  over  nine  communicants;  in  1912,  twenty  years  later,  the  baptisms 
are  67,527,  being  one  to  about  1414  communicants. 


When  we  take  up  the  Table  of  Statistics  in  detail,  we  are  perplexed, 
as  so  often  in  previous  years  we  have  been  perplexed,  by  the  considerable 
number  of  dioceses  that  show  a  decrease  in  communicants,  and  the  ever  re¬ 
curring  question  whether  the  Church  is  in  fact  losing  ground  in  any  part  of 
the  country  even  though  there  invariably  remains  a  net  increase  for  the 
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whole  Church.  Where  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  statistics  reported 
under  the  diocesan  head  and  those  for  the  same  diocese  in  the  general  Table 
of  Statistics,  the  latter  are  to  be  esteemed  as  corrective  of  the  former. 
Under  the  diocesan  head  the  statistics  are,  with  rare  exceptions,  those  that 
are  officially  reported.  At  times  these  are  found  very  defective,  but  we 
judge  that  the  diocese  must  in  such  cases  assume  its  own  responsibility  for 
defective  statistics,  and  thus  there  is  sometimes  shown  in  the  diocesan  pages 
a  decrease  in  communicants  that  is  changed  in  the  general  tables  to  an 
increase.  In  such  cases  the  explanation  is  that  the  compilers  of  the  statistics 
for  the  Living  Church  Annual  make  every  effort  to  go  back  of  the  official 
figures  and  discover  whether  there  are  material  omissions  through  failures 
to  report,  and  if  so,  to  correct  those  omissions. 

Beyond  that,  we  never  allow  a  decrease  of  communicants  to  appear  in 
the  Table  of  Statistics  without  presenting  the  matter  to  the  diocesan  author¬ 
ities  with  the  request  for  correction  if  necessary,  or  for  explanation  if  that 
be  possible.  Thus  we  are  now  enabled,  as  in  previous  years,  to  make  explana¬ 
tion  concerning  some  of  the  instances  in  which  dioceses  appear  with  a  de¬ 
crease  instead  of  an  increase  in  communicants  as  shown  in  the  tables. 

Central  New  York  shows  the  considerable  loss  of  419,  being  2  per  cent, 
on  the  communicant  list.  It  is  explained  to  us,  as  so  frequently  the  explana¬ 
tion  has  been  given  to  us  from  other  dioceses,  that  this  is  due  to  revision 
of  communicant  lists  by  incoming  rectors,  the  number  of  confirmed  being 
larger  than  usual,  and  thus  the  loss  being  that  which  comes  from  disappear¬ 
ances  of  communicants  rather  than  from  other  causes.  The  decrease  in  the 
diocese  of  Pittsburgh  is  due  to  the  same  cause,  one  parish  roll  of  communi¬ 
cants  having  been  cut  from  988  to  400;  so  that  the  net  loss  of  18  in  the  whole 
diocese,  as  compared  with  the  erasure  of  588  names  in  one  parish,  does  not 
need  further  explanation. 

There  are  also  losses  in  some  of  the  southern  dioceses.  In  Georgia  it  is 
stated  that  228  names  have  been  dropped  from  the  register  of  one  parish, 
and  the  practice  of  retaining  names  upon  the  register  after  they  no  longer 
designate  active  communicants  is  being  changed.  In  Louisiana  the  de¬ 
crease  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  parochial  reports  are  this  year  closed  on 
March  1st,  nearly  two  months  before  they  had  been  closed  in  other  years,  with 
the  result  that  the  period  of  greatest  confirmations,  March  and  April,  is 
omitted  from  the  year’s  statistics  altogether,  leaving,  for  the  most  part,  the 
losses  to  be  recorded  without  the  corresponding  gains.  Mississippi  shows  the 
most  serious  ratio  of  loss  that  is  recorded,  being  9  per  cent.  This  is  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  ravages  of  the  boll-wevil,  which  has  caused  utter  destruction 
in  those  counties  in  which  the  Church  has  hitherto  been  strongest.  “Many 
of  our  people  in  the  rural  districts,”  writes  the  Bishop,  “have  been  forced  to 
go  elsewhere  to  make  a  living,  and  some  in  the  towns,  dependent  upon  country 
life,  have  been  forced  to  do  likewise.  With  their  homes  broken  up,  they  have 
gone  in  large  numbers  to  Oklahoma  and  elsewhere.  Many  are  remaining  and 
fighting  the  conditions  of  poverty  with  more  or  less  success.  The  growth  in 
some  of  our  parishes  has  been  very  marked.  When  this  is  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  loss  is  even  greater  than  the  figures  indicate.”  That  such 
removals  from  one  section  to  another  involve  always  some  considerable  loss 
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to  the  Church,  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  the  gains  in  the  two  missionary 
districts  in  Oklahoma,  though  considerable,  are  not  sufficient  to  counter¬ 
balance  the  loss  in  Mississippi.  The  problem  of  following  removing  com¬ 
municants  from  place  to  place  is,  next  to  that  of  the  falling  baptismal  rate, 
the  greatest  problem,  perhaps,  that  the  Church  has  to  face. 

In  the  diocese  of  Lexington  the  information  is  given  that  the  apparent 
loss  recorded  in  the  official  statistics  has  been  carefully  reconsidered  by  the 
diocesan  authorities,  who  are  convinced  that  it  is  due  only  to  pruning  of  the 
lists  and  perhaps  to  errors  and  carelessness  in  making  reports.  They  believe 
that  there  has  been  no  real  decrease;  but  not  being  able  to  point  out  precisely 
where  the  errors  have  been  made,  the  compilers  of  the  Living  Chukch  Annual 
are  obviously  obliged  to  take  the  figures  as  reported,  thus  showing  a  decrease. 

Coming  now  to  the  dioceses  of  the  Middle  West,  we  are  confronted  with 
the  condition  that  in  the  rural  counties  throughout  this  section  the  popula¬ 
tion  is  often  decreasing  and  the  number  of  English-speaking  residents  is  still 
further  decreasing,  their  places  being  in  considerable  part  taken  by  an  influx 
of  foreigners.  The  condition  thus  presented  is  a  most  serious  one,  and  one 
hardly  knows  what  will  be  the  outcome.  Our  parishes  and  missions  in  many 
places,  outside  the  larger  cities,  are  being  depopulated.  Apart  from  that,  the 
Bishop  of  Springfield  believes  that  the  loss  in  his  diocese  is  partly  to  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  money  is  now  being  raised  in  the  diocese  by 
a  per  capita  assessment  against  communicants,  which  leads  to  severe  pruning 
of  parochial  lists.  He  believes  that  the  number  of  actual  working  Church¬ 
men  is  greater  than  at  any  time  heretofore.  In  Marquette  there  has  been 
an  exceptional  number  of  removals,  especially  from  the  larger  parishes, 
while  estimates  of  small  vacant  missions  have  been  reduced.  Minnesota, 
Duluth,  and  Iowa,  each  of  which  records  some  decrease,  all  suffer  from  the 
general  condition  already  mentioned.  The  Bishop  of  Minnesota  believes  that 
the  losses  in  the  smaller  country  towns,  however,  are  largely  offset  by  the 
gains  in  the  cities,  so  that  the  total  net  loss  of  six  for  his  diocese  is  negli¬ 
gible.  In  Duluth  and  in  Iowa,  both  of  which  are  destitute  of  large  cities,  the 
condition  has  produced  more  serious  results  and  the  loss  is  more  considerable. 
Iowa,  which  showed  a  decrease  of  population  in  the  last  census,  probably 
continues  to  lose  its  older  citizenship,  and  in  one  or  two  of  the  largest  parishes 
there  have  also  been  the  usual  difficulties  resulting  from  the  pruning  of  lists 
by  incoming  rectors.  On  the  whole,  in  spite  of  difficulties,  the  Church  in 
the  Middle  West  continues  to  make  good  progress  even  numerically,  unless  it 
be  in  the  north  Ohio  valley. 

•  Further  to  the  westward,  North  Dakota  shows  a  decrease,  which  is  ex¬ 
plained  by  reason  of  unusual  emigration  to  Canada  and  the  Pacific  slope,  and 
also  to  the  fact  that  merely  nominal  communicants  are  being  rapidly  cut  off 
from  parochial  records.  A  small  decrease  in  Western  Colorado  is  explained 
by  discrepancies  in  reports  of  isolated  communicants  at  a  distance  from  organ¬ 
ized  parishes  and  missions.  _ 

And  so  we  have  gone  through  the  list,  explaining  where  explanation  is 
possible,  but  leaving  one  or  two  serious  conditions  that  must  undoubtedly 
press  for  attention  upon  the  Church. 

The  problem  of  missions  in  small  places  in  the  Middle  West  and  in  some

parts  of  the  South,  where  a  few  loyal  communicants  remain,  but  larger  num¬ 
bers  have  moved  on,  is  one  that  gives  serious  perplexity  to  the  diocesan 
authorities  in  these  sections.  To  minister  to  these  scattered  sheep  of  the  fold 
involves  a  drain  upon  the  diocesan  missionary  treasuries  that  can  ill  be 
afforded,  and  in  many  cases  there  seems  little  opportunity  to  build  up  per¬ 
manent  work  on  a  self-supporting  basis.  The  problem  is  one  that  has  not 
been  solved,  if  indeed  it  be  not  insolvable.  The  drift  from  the  country  to  the 
cities,  and  from  the  Middle  West  to  the  Farther  West,  is  producing  a  social 
revolution  throughout  the  rural  sections,  and  the  Church  is  in  a  difficult 
condition  because  of  it.  All  that  can  be  said  is  that  its  authorities  are  alive 
to  the  seriousness  of  the  condition,  and  that  the  losses,  when  there  are  such, 
are  due  to  conditions  over  which  the  Church  has  no  control.  In  those  Middle 
Western  dioceses  that  have  large  cities  the  rural  loss  is  generally  more  than 
made  up  by  the  gains  in  the  cities,  though,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  fre¬ 
quently  shown  instances  in  which  larger  Confirmation  classes  are  presented 
from  small  places  than  from  the  larger  city  parishes.  Thus  the  seed  is  sown, 
even  though  the  subsequent  migration  plays  the  greatest  havoc  with  the 
statistics.  And,  as  we  have  shown,  in  most  of  these  dioceses  there  is  a  fair 
numerical  increase  in  spite  of  the  difficulties,  and  in  three  of  them — Chicago, 
Western  Michigan,  and  Quincy — the  net  ratio  of  gain  in  communicants  is  in 
excess  of  that  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Another  factor  that  plays  a  large  part  in  holding  back  our  statistics  of 
growth  is  the  increasing  stress  that  has  been  laid  in  recent  years  upon  appor¬ 
tionments  and  assessments  as  compared  with  tables  of  communicants.  These 
parochial  records  are  not  primarily  intended  as  tables  of  assets.  They  were 
formerly  understood  as  lists  of  names  of  persons  requiring  and  entitled  to 
pastoral  ministrations,  including,  generally,  considerable  numbers  who  are 
financial  liabilities  rather  than  assets  of  the  Church.  No  diocese  and  no 
parish  is  pleased  to  be  heralded  before  the  world  as  remiss  in  pro  rata 
contributions,  and  the  result  is  that  the  tendency  to  cut  down  statistics  to 
the  barest  minimum,  which  has  spread  over  the  entire  country,  plays  a  very 
considerable  part  in  holding  back  the  figures  showing  the  apparent  growth 
of  the  Church.  We  are  annually  cutting  off  the  names  of  thousands  of  com¬ 
municants,  who  have  sometime  been  active  parishioners,  because  parishes  feel 
that  they  cannot  afford  to  bear  the  onus  of  continuing  to  record  names  of 
those  who  bear  no  part  of  the  financial  burden.  Thus  they  are  lost  to  the 
records  of  the  Church,  in  large  numbers.  That  we  still  continue  to  show 
net  growth  rather  than  decrease  at  the  end  of  every  year  in  spite  of  this 
rigid  pruning  of  communicant  rolls,  proves  that  the  gains  are  real  and  that 
the  Church  is  in  fact  making  good  progress  in  this  country. 

In  the  foreign  missions  there  are  actually  reported  a  smaller  number  of 
communicants  than  there  were  a  year  ago,  due  to  the  fact  that  Mexico  shows 
the  great  decrease  of  849,  or  a  loss  of  43  per  cent.  This  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  the  communicants  of  the  Church  in  that  republic  have  very 
largely  been  Americans,  and  the  condition  of  war,  with  all  that  attends  it,  has 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  most  of  these  Americans.  Similarly  the  devasta¬ 
tion  of  Hankow  in  the  Chinese  war  clearly  enough  accounts  for  the  small 
decrease  in  communicants  in  that  district  and  for  the  still  smaller  decrease  in 
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the  adjoining  district  of  Wuhu.  It  is  impossible  that  there  should  be 
statistical  growth  under  such  conditions  as  have  prevailed  in  central  China 
during  the  past  two  years,  although  never  before,  perhaps,  have  our  missions 
in  that  country  shown  so  well  their  ability  to  rise  to  an  emergency  that  was 
thrust  upon  them,  as  they  have  done  in  this  instance. 

Once  more  we  remind  Churchmen  that  the  statistics  of  the  Church  ought 
to  be  studied  with  sympathy  for  those  who  are  confronted  with  serious  prob¬ 
lems;  and  that  statistical  increase  or  decrease  affords  no  clue  whatever  to  the 
relative  efficiency  of  work  in  the  several  fields. 


CORRECTIONS  OF  THE  “ANNUAL”  OF  1912. 

In  last  year’s  Annual  there  was  printed  (p.  51)  a  Comparative  Table 
showing  the  Ratio  of  Communicants  to  Total  Population  in  a  list  of  Ameri¬ 
can  cities  of  65,000  population  and  over.  The  list  itself,  though  taken  from 
an  official  publication  of  the  United  States  Government,  proved  far  from 
complete.  Two  errors  in  the  statistics  relating  to  the  Church,  as  printed  in 
that  table  and  as  summarized  in  the  editorial,  were  subsequently  pointed  out, 
as  follows : 

The  first  is  that  in  counting  5,527  communicants  in  the  city  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va.,  our  figures  included  only  those  within  the  diocese  of  Virginia, 
recorded  in  the  Annual  as  in  Henrico  County;  whereas,  as  the  Southern 
Churchman  pointed  out,  Richmond  is,  in  fact,  partly  in  the  diocese  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  partly  in  that  of  Southern  Virginia,  so  that  the  communicants 
of  Manchester  parish,  Chesterfield  County,  in  the  latter  diocese,  should  also 
be  counted  as  of  Richmond.  As  251  communicants  are  accredited  to  the  latter, 
the  total  for  the  city  should  be  5,778.  In  Richmond,  then,  the  ratio  of 
communicants  to  population  is  1  in  22  instead  of  1  in  23,  as  printed. 

The  second  error  is  that  by  a  misprint  or  mathematical  miscalculation, 
the  ratio  of  communicants  to  population  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  should  be  stated 
as  1  in  25  instead  of  1  in  22,  as  printed.  Unhappily,  that  takes  Troy  out  of 
the  list  of  cities  in  which  the  Church  has  gained  more  rapidly  than  the  popu¬ 
lation,  for  the  ratio  of  1  in  23  was  reported  on  the  basis  of  the  population 
for  1900. 

Correcting  these  figures,  then,  we  should  also  correct  the  editorial  state¬ 
ment  as  to  the  order  of  cities  according  to  relative  strength  of  the  Church 
as  compared  with  the  population  (page  11)  as  follows:  Washington,  first; 
Richmond,  second;  New  Haven,  third;  Troy,  fourth. 

We  always  esteem  it  a  favor  for  corrections  to  be  pointed  out;  for  the 
Annual,  being  compiled,  of  necessity,  very  hastily,  can  never  be  wholly  free 
from  mistakes.  We  suggest  that  those  who  are  accustomed  to  preserve  the 
Annual  permanently  should  make  this  correction  at  pages  52-53  of  the 
volume  for  1912.

The  Lectionary  in  the  accompanying 
tables  is  that  set  forth  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1910  for  trial  use.  It  in¬ 
cludes,  for  the  first  time,  special  lessons 
for  the  eves  of  festivals,  in  addition  to 
the  tables  for  Sundays,  for  festivals  and 
fasts,  and  for  Lent,  Ember,  and  Roga¬ 
tion  days.

AMERICAN  CHURCH  UNION 

During  the  past  year  this  organization  has  continued  its  work  of  pub¬ 
lishing  and  distributing  through  the  mails  tracts  on  subjects  connected  with 
present  movements  in  the  Church.  The  Union  has  taken  a  definite  stand  in 
favor  of  the  change  of  name,  having  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1911 
the  following:  “Resolved  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  name 
of  the  Church  should  be  changed,  the  new  name  to  include  the  word 
“Catholic.”  The  Union 'has  recently  issued  in  pamphlet  form  a  reprint  of 
the  discussion  on  this  subject  which  appeared  in  The  Living  Church, 
between  the  Bishops  of  West  Virginia,  Fond  du  Lac,  and  Marquette,  Rev. 
J.  C.  McKim,  the  editor  of  The  Living  Church,  and  Mr.  George  E.  Ander-  ^ 
son.  The  annual  meeting  of  1912  will  be  held  in  New  York,  October  29th. 

ARBITRATION 

The  following  action  on  the  subject  of  Arbitration  and  Peace  was  taken 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  at  its  special  session  in  October,  1911: 

“The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  assembled  in  New  York, 
October  27,  1911,  express  the  hope  that  the  principle  of  arbitration  as  advo¬ 
cated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  will  be  approved  and  adopted  by 
the  United  States  Senate  through  the  ratification  treaties  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain,  France,  and  other  powers.” 

Resolutions  on  the  same  subject  were  adopted  by  the  New  York  diocesan 
convention  in  November,  1911,  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  There  are  now  before  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  awaiting 
ratification  certain  treaties  of  arbitration  negotiated  between  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  this  country  and  the  governments  of  Great  Britain  and  France;  and, 

“Whereas,  These  treaties  give  clearer  expression  to  the  principle  of 
arbitration  as  the  trqe  method  of  settling  international  disputes  than  any 
other  which  have  been  concluded  between  the  leading  European  nations;  and, 

“Whereas,  Every  measure  for  the  promotion  of  peace  with  righteousness 
is  of  vital  concern  to  the  Christian  Church; 
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“Resolved,  First,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  records  its  hearty  approval  of  the  action  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  the  negotiation  of  these  treaties  and  expresses 
the  hope  that  they  may  speedily  be  ratified  by  the  Senate. 

“Second,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  transmitted  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  to  the  Senators  from  the  State  of  New  York. 

“Third,  That  the  Convention  suggests  that  on  the  Sunday  next  before 
Advent,  November  26th,  special  prayers  be  offered  and  reference  made  to  this 
subject  in  the  churches  of  the  diocese.” 

BETHLEHEM,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  celebration  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Bt.  Bev.  Ethelbert  Talbot,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  held  in  connection 
with  the  diocesan  council  in  May.  Bishop  Talbot  was  consecrated  to  be  Bishop 
of  Wyoming  and  Idaho  in  1887  and  was  translated  to  Central  Pennsylvania, 
now  the  diocese  of  Bethlehem,  in  1898.  Gathered  with  the  clergy  and  laity 
of  the  diocese  to  do  him  honor,  were  the  Bt.  Bev.  John  Scarborough,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  New  Jersey;  the  Bt.  Bev.  William  Lawrence,  D.D.,  Bishop  of 
Massachusetts;  the  Bt.  Bev.  James  Henry  Darlington,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Harris¬ 
burg;  the  Bt.  Bev.  Frederick  Joseph  Kinsman,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Delaware;  the 
Bt.  Bev.  Philip  Mercer  Bhinelander,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania;  and  the 
Bt.  Bev.  Thomas  J.  Garland,  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Pennsylvania.  A  movement 
is  now  under  way  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  by  increasing  the  diocesan  en¬ 
dowment  to  $50,000  and  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  was  raised  from  $4,500  and 
$500  for  traveling  expenses  to  $5,000  and  $1,000  for  traveling  expenses. 

BILLEB,  GEOBGE,  JB., 

third  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  was  born  in  London,  England,  February  25, 
1874.  He  received  his  early  education  in  St.  Austin’s  School,  New  York,  and 
in  England.  In  1898  he  was  graduated  from  Berkeley  Divinity  School,  Mid¬ 
dletown,  Conn.  With  him  in  that  school  were  Bishop  F.  F.  Johnson,  his 
predecessor  in  the  bishopric  of  South  Dakota,  now  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
Missouri,  Bishop  Paddock  of  Eastern  Oregon,  and  the  Bev.  P.  M.  Iverridge, 
who  afterwards  served  as  one  of  his  attending  presbyters.  He  was  ordained 
deacon  in  1898  by  Bishop  Starkey  of  Newark,  whose  successor  in  office,  Bishop 
Lines,  presented  him  for  consecration  to  the  episcopate;  and  to  the  priesthood 
by  Bishop  Brooke  in  the  same  year,  who  afterwards  preached  the  consecration 
sermon.  Mr.  Biller  spent  five  years  in  missionary  work  in  the  Indian  Terri¬ 
tory  (now  Eastern  Oklahoma)  under  Bishop  Brooke,  after  which,  in  1903, 
he  became  vicar  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Incarnation,  New  York  City,  under 
Dean  Grosvenor,  now  Dean  of  the  New  York  Cathedral.  From  New  York 
Mr.  Biller  went  to  Sioux  Falls  as  vicar  of  Calvary  parish  in  1908,  and  in  the 
following  year  was  appointed  by  Bishop  Hare  to  be  Dean  of  the  Cathedral. 
At  the  time  of  his  election  to  the  episcopate  he  was  also  Begistrar  of  the 
Missionary  District  and  an  Examining  Chaplain.  He  was  elected  Missionary 
Bishop  of  South  Dakota  by  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the  special  session  of 
April,  1912,  and  was  consecrated  in  his  Cathedral  at  Sioux  Falls  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  September  18th,  by  the  venerable  Presiding  Bishop,  with  the  Bishops  of 
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Montana  and  North  Dakota  as  assistant  consecrators,  the  Bishop  of  Oklahoma 
as  preacher,  and  the  Bishop  of  Newark  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Missouri 
as  presenters.  Others  who  joined  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  were  the  Bishops 
of  Minnesota,  Kearney,  and  Wyoming  The  Bishop-elect  was  attended  by  the 
Rev.  Philip  M.  Kerridge,  rector  of  St.  James’  Church,  New  London,  Conn., 
and  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Jones,  chaplain  of  Contagious  Diseases  Hospitals,  New 
York  City,  as  attending  presbyters.  The  former  of  these  was  a  class-mate 
and  “chum,”  and  the  latter  the  brother-in-law  of  the  newly  consecrated  Bishop. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Ashley  officiated  as  master  of  ceremonies,  with  the  Rev. 
F.  B.  Barnett  as  his  assistant. 

BROTHERHOOD  OF  ST.  ANDREW  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

The  National  Council  of  the  Brotherhood  reported  to  the  twenty-seventh 
annual  Convention  recently  held  in  Chicago  a  successful  year’s  work  on  the 
part  of  the  organization.  There  are  at  the  present  time  in  good  standing 
912  Senior  Chapters  in  full  union  with  the  national  body  and  543  Junior 
Chapters.  There  are  also  77  probationary  Senior  Chapters  and  48  proba¬ 
tionary  Junior  Chapters,  making  a  total  of  Chapters  working  at  the  present 
of  1,580.  There  are  in  the  United  States  41  State  and  Diocesan  Assemblies 
and  44  City  Assemblies.  At  the  last  fourteen  annual  Conventions  there  have 
been  an  average  registration  of  nearly  one  thousand  delegates. 

The  membership  of  the  Brotherhood  is  about  15,000,  and  the  organization 
maintains  four  field  secretaries,  one  each  for  the  New  England  States,  the 
New  York  Metropolitan  District,  the  Southern  States,  and  the  Far  West. 
Not  counting  probationary  Chapters  organized  and  now  awaiting  charter, 
the  total  number  of  new  Chapters  formed  last  year  receiving  charters  and 
coming  into  full  union  with  the  organization  was  115. 

An  important  part  of  the  Brotherhood’s  work  is  what  is  known  as  its 
Follow-Up  Department.  This  is  a  bureau  through  which  rectors  and  parents 
follow  up  young  men  who  move  to  new  places  for  business  employment  or  to 
enter  college  or  boarding  schools.  In  the  seven  years  during  which  the 
Brotherhood  has  conducted  this  department  there  have  been  received  2,875 
reports  with  information  that  no  fewer  than  1,606  young  men  have,  through 
this  agency,  been  definitely  connected  with  the  Church  in  their  new  homes. 

The  recent  National  Convention  in  Chicago  brought  together  900  delegates 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  Other  meetings  of  importance  during 
the  year  were  the  New  England  Convention,  at  which  300  delegates  were 
present;  the  Connecticut  State  Convention,  the  Tri-Diocesan  Convention  at 
Washington,  and  the  New  York  State  Convention  at  Albany.  The  largest 
district  conference  was  that  at  New  York  on  Washington’s  Birthday,  when 
1,100  Brotherhood  men  gathered  in  the  Synod  House  and  Cathedral. 

The  twenty-eighth  National  Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  will  assemble 
in  New  York  City,  October  1  to  5,  1913,  just  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention  there. 

CHICAGO,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  diocese  of  Chicago  entered  into  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  at 
a  special  convention  in  October,  1911,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Yen.  William 
E.  Toll,  Archdeacon  of  the  diocese,  was  elected  by  the  clergy  on  the  first 
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ballot  and  was  immediately  confirmed  by  the  laity.  On  the  ballot  cast  by  the 
clergy  there  were  80  votes,  of  which  Archdeacon  Toll  received  53,  Dean 
Sumner  7,  and  there  were  scattering  votes  for  nine  others.  Of  the  laity  there 
were  48  votes  cast,  of  which  28  were  affirmative  and  20  negative.  The  election 
was  then  made  unanimous  and  the  salary  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop  was  fixed 
at  $3,600.  The  consecration  took  place  at  Grace  church,  Chicago,  on  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  Day,  December  27,  1911. 

CHINA 

Revolution  and  political  unrest  have  been  large  factors  in  the  history 
that  has  been  made  so  rapidly  among  the  Chinese  people  during  the  past  year. 
There  was  serious  fighting  in  Hankow  and  the  vicinity  and  the  members  of 
the  American  Church  Mission  were  able  to  render  large  assistance  in  the  care 
of  the  wounded. 

It  has  become  increasingly  obvious  that  the  new  political  ideals  in  China 
are  the  product  of  Christianity.  It  has  been  shown  that  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen, 
the  first  provisional  President,  was  educated  at  the  Anglican  mission  school 
at  Honolulu,  and  though  finally  professing  Christianity  as  a  Congregation- 
alist,  is  in  a  large  measure  the  product  of  Anglican  Church  work.  One  of 
the  chief  workers  on  the  tentative  constitution  for  the  Republic  is  the  son  of  a 
Chinese  priest  in  one  of  the  missions  of  the  Church  of  England  and  an  M.A.  of 
Yale  University.  The  secretary  of  the  late  Board  of  Foreign  Affairs  at 
Peking,  editor  of  the  standard  Chinese-English  dictionary,  Dr.  W.  W.  Yen,  late 
of  the  Chinese  Legation  at  Washington,  is  a  graduate  of  St.  John’s  University, 
*  Shanghai.  In  fact  St.  John’s  men  and  Boone  graduates  are  centres  of  influ¬ 
ence  and  leadership,  in  various  parts  of  China,  whose  weight  on  the  side  of 
Christianity  is  invaluable. 

There  was  an  interesting  incident  in  January  when  Provisional  President 
Sun  received  the  gift  of  a  Bible  from  a  group  of  Chinese  Christians,  and  his 
private  secretary,  acknowledging  the  gift  by  direction  of  the  President,  wrote: 

“The  President  hopes  by  reading  this  Holy  Book  he  will  derive  much 
benefit  and  that  the  Spirit  which  dictated  this  work  will  also  help  him  to 
guide  the  destinies  of  this  country  wisely.” 

This  new  movement  is  one  in  which  Christianity  is  legally  tolerated  and 
has  been  a  large  factor  in  making  the  movement  possible.  At  the  same  time, 
in  remote  parts  of  the  land  there  have  been  uprisings  against  Christians  and 
foreigners,  and  in  the  diocese  of  North  China,  on  March  6th,  the  Rev.  Fred¬ 
erick  Day  of  the  English  S.  P.  G.  Mission  was  killed  by  mutinous  soldiers.  It 
appears  that  Mr.  Day  with  another  missionary,  the  Rev.  F.  S.  Hughes,  had 
been  dispatched  by  Bishop  Scott  to  bring  letters.  They  were  so  unfortunate 
as  to  arrive  at  one  of  the  towns  at  a  time  when  mutinous  soldiers  were  sack¬ 
ing  the  town,  whereupon  they  fell  upon  the  missionaries.  Mr.  Day  was  killed, 
and  his  companion,  Mr.  Hughes,  secured  refuge  in  the  town  hall  and  ulti¬ 
mately  was  released  by  a  detachment  of  British  soldiers. 

Famine,  too,  has  played  a  sad  part  during  the  year.  Through  the  summer 
of  1911  terrific  typhoons  and  floods  raged  in  the  Chekiang  province  especially, 
causing  a  total  loss  of  crops  and  leaving  a  large  population  totally  destitute. 
Appeals  were  made  throughout  the  United  States  for  assistance,  and  Bishop 
Graves  of  Shanghai  became  chairman  of  the  Chinese  Relief  Committee. 

In  April,  1912,  the  consolidation  of  the  Anglican  missions  in  China  was 
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effected  by  the  formation  of  the  General. Synod  of  the  “Chunghua  Sheng-kung- 
hui”  (Chinese  Holy  Catholic  Church).  Eleven  Anglo-American  Bishops  will 
sit  as  one  of  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Synod,  while  the  House  of  Deputies 
will  be  composed  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  from  the  English  and  American 
missionary  dioceses,  a  majority  of  whom  will  probably  at  all  times  be  Chinese. 
Following  are  some  of  the  most  important  statistics  of  the  consolidated  An¬

The  emergency  needs  in  China  were  so  great  that  the  Board  of  Missions 
authorized  the  attempt  to  raise  some  $200,000  for  a  special  “Hew  China”  fund 
to  be  entirely  distinct  from  the  ordinary  appropriations  for  Chinese  work. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  UNION 

The  Christian  Social  Union  at  its  annual  meeting  in  January  voted  that 
the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service  appointed  by  the  last  General  Conven¬ 
tion  made  the  continuation  of  their  work  as  an  organization  unnecessary,  and 
they  determined  therefore  to  suspend  their  work,  turning  their  activities  over 
to  the  Joint  Commission. 

CHURCH  CONGRESS 

The  Church  Congress  held  its  sessions  of  1912  in  St.  Louis,  the  opening 
sermon  being  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  N.  S.  Thomas,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Wyoming. 
Subjects  discussed  during  the  Congress  were:  “Modern  Psychic  Phenomena 
and  Demonology,”  “The  Possibility  of  Unity  in  Church  Government,”  “The 
Sanctity  of  Marriage,”  “Official  Censorship  in  the  Interest  of  Morals,”  “The 
Good  and  Evil  in  Trade  Unions,”  “Music  as  an  Aid  to  Religion,”  and  “Conver¬ 
sion  as  a  Christian  Experience.” 

'COLORADO,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  annual  council  celebrated,  in  June,  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  establishment  of  the  diocese  and  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  consecration 
of  Bishop  Olmsted.  With  the  diocesan  clergy  there  were  gathered  in  honor 
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of  the  occasion  the  Bishops  of  Duluth,  Western  Colorado,  and  Wyoming,  and 
festival  services  were  held.  At  an  evening  service  addresses  were  given  by  the 
Bishop,  Dean  Hart,  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Parker.  The  new  Cathedral  has  been  opened 
and  is  an  architectural  credit  to  the  Church. 

CONNECTICUT,  DIOCESE  OF 

At  the  annual  convention  in  June,  Bishop  Brewster  asked  for  the  election 
of  a  Bishop  Suffragan  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  diocese.  Ho  reminded  the 
convention  that  two  years  previously  his  recommendation  that  the  diocese  be 
divided  had  not  been  granted  and  he  still  felt  that  additional  episcopal  super¬ 
vision  was  necessary.  He  believed  it  inexpedient  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor 
but  felt  that  it  would  be  useful  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop.  The  convention 
voted  accordingly  to  proceed  to  such  an  election,  with  the  result  that  the  Rev. 
J.  Chauncey  Linsley  was  elected  by  the  clergy  on  the  thirteenth  ballot  and 
the  election  was  at  once  unanimously  approved  by  the  lay  vote. 

In  the  votes  of  the  clergy,  after  three  ballots  divided  among  ten  nominees, 
the  choice  seemed  to  lie  between  the  Rev.  George'  T.  Linsley,  the  Rev.  William 
E.  Gardner,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Chauncey  Linsley.  The  latter  Then  withdrew 
his  name  and  in  a  number  of  ballots  following,  the  division  was  chiefly  between 
the  two  other  clergymen  named,  though  with  enough  scattering  votes  to  pre¬ 
vent  an  election.  The  Rev.  J.  Chauncey  Linsley  again  received  one  vote  in  the 
eighth  ballot  and  received  on  successive  ballots  3,  4,  17,  49,  and  finally,  on  the 
thirteenth  ballot,  78  votes,  the  number  necessary  to  elect  being  72.  The  votes 
in  detail  were  as  follows:

Mr.  Linsley  subsequently  declined  his  election  and  no  further  attempt 
was  made  during  the  year  to  secure  a  choice  for  the  position. 


ENGLAND  AND  IRELAND,  CHURCHES  OF 

Political  issues  have  been  large  factors  in  the  thought  of  English  Church¬ 
men  during  the  past  year,  especially  in  connection  with  the  proposed  dis¬ 
establishment  and  partial  disendowment  of  the  Church  in  Wales,  the  dioceses 
of  which  are  integral  parts  of  the  province  of  Canterbury  and  ecclesiastically 
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inseparable  from  the  dioceses  of  that  province.  The  difficulties  connected  with 
the  breach  between  the  law  of  the  Church  and  the  law  of  the  State  in  regard 
to  marriage  have  also  continued  to  create  friction.  Beyond  this  has  been  the 
echo  of  the  Irish  dispute  over  home  rule,  in  which  Anglican  Churchmen  in 
Ireland  have  taken  a  decided  attitude  of  opposition. 

The  Government  bill  of  1912  providing  for  disestablishment  follows  closely 
Upon  the  lines  of  the  bill  of  1895  and  of  1909.  On  the  first  day  of  July 
next  after  the  passing  of  the  bill  into  an  act,  the  four  Welsh  dioceses  would 
cease  to  be  parts  of  the  Province  of  Canterbury,  and  thus  discontinue  their 
representation  in  Convocation.  The  ecclesiastical  corporations  within  the 
dioceses  would  be  dissolved,  and  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  abolished.  Power 
was  given  to  hold  Synods  to  provide  for  the  future  government  of  the  new 
“independent  Church.”  As  regards  Disendowment,  the  Church  was  to  have 
an  income  to  begin  with  of  £87,000  a  year  (in  lieu  of  the  present  income  of 
the  four  dioceses  of  £260,000).  The  existing  parochial  incumbents  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  receive  their  present  incomes  out  of  the  endowments  as  long  as  they 
retained  their  office.  Any  incumbent  who  retired  owing  to  old  age  or  infirmity 
would  be  entitled  to  receive  one-tliird  of  his  former  income.  The  sum  received 
by  the  Church  would  be  gradually  reduced  from  20s.  in  the  pound  until  finally 
it  “might  drop”  to  6s.  8 d.  It  was  provided  that  the  Ecclesiastical  Commis¬ 
sioners  and  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  might  continue  their  grants, 
which  would  increase  the  total  income  of  the  Church  to  the  supposed  amount 
of  £180,000.  As  regards  the  machinery  of  the  bill,  there  would  come  into 
existence  two  bodies.  There  would  be  Welsh  Commissioners  for  the  period  of 
three,  or  five,  years,  whose  function  it  would  be  to  receive  the  existing  Church 
property  and  to  allocate  and  distribute  it.  The  “Disestablished  Church”  was 
to  have  power  to  set  up  a  representative  body,  to  whom  would  be  transferred 
the  Cathedrals,  parochial  churches,  chapels,  palaces,  deaneries,  and  parsonage 
houses.  The  Commissioners  would  hand  over  to  the  representative  body  all 
the  modern  endowments.  A  sum  of  £26,700  a  year,  now  the  income  of  the 
Welsh  Bishoprics  and  Cathedral  Chapters,  would  be  handed  over  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  to  the  University  of  Wales,  to  be  divided  between  the  colleges,  the 
Museum,  and  the  library.  The  rest  of  the  income  available  would  be  trans¬ 
ferred  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  councils  of  the  counties  in  which  the  land 
from  which  the  tithe  came  was  situated,  and  for  them  to  make  schemes  of 
local  general  utility. 

A  protest  against  this  bill  was  made  by  the  province  of  Canterbury  in 
Both  its  houses  in  May,  the  vote  in  the  Upper  House  standing  21  to  3,  the 
Bishops  of  Hereford,  Lincoln,  and  Oxford  voting  in  the  minority,  while  in  the 
Lower  House  the  vote  of  protest  was  nearly  unanimous. 

On  its  second  reading  the  bill  came  to  a  vote  in  the  House*  of  Commons 
iin  May  and  it  was  passed  to  its  next  stage  by  a  majority  of  81,  though  the 
normal  Government  majority  in  the  House  of  Commons  is  114.  Beyond  that 
•stage  the  bill  has  not  passed  during  the  year. 

In  Ireland  the  Church  has  taken  an  active  stand  against  the  proposed 
Home  Rule  policy  of  the  Government.  A  special  synod  of  the  Irish  Church 
was  called  in  April,  when  a  protest  was  carried  by  a  large  majority  in  both 
houses.  The  protest  read  in  part  as  follows: 

“That  we,  the  Bishops,  clergy,  and  laity  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  solemnly 
assembled  in  general  Synod,  and  invoking  the  guidance  and  protection  of  Al- 
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mighty  God,  hereby  affirm  our  constant  allegiance  to  the  Throne  and  our  un¬ 
swerving  attachment  to  the  legislative  union  now  subsisting  between  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  We  make  this  declaration  at  the  present  crisis  not  as 
adherents  of  a  party  nor  on  behalf  of  a  class  but  as  a  body  of  Irishmen,  repre¬ 
senting  more  than  half  a  million  of  Irish  people  holding  various  political 
'  opinions,  following  different  callings,  and  sharing  at  the  same  time  a  common 
desire  for  the  honor  and  welfare  of  our  native  land.” 

A  further  protest  was  made  in  September  by  the  Archbishop  of  Armagh 
and  the  four  Bishops  in  the  province  of  Ulster  by  means  of  a  pastoral  letter, 
in  which  the  Bishops,  declaring  that  “vve  are  face  to  face  with  a  great  crisis 
in  the  religious  and  political  history  of  our  beloved  native  land,”  asked  that 
“Sunday,  September  the  22nd,  may  be  observed  as  a  day  of  special  humiliation 
and  prayer  in  all  our  churches  for  God’s  mercy  and  guidance.  Let  all  our 
services  on  that  day  be  marked  by  deep  personal  humiliation  and  confession 
of  sin;  by  intercession  for  all  who  are  in  positions  of  authority,  that  they 
may  have  grace  to  be  faithful  to  the  public  interest;  by  supplication  on  behalf 
of  our  fellow-countrymen  of  all  classes  and  creeds,  that  they  may  learn  to  work 
together  for  the  common  good;  and  above  all  by  earnest  and  devout  prayer 
That  truth  and  justice,  religion  and  piety,  may  be  established  among  us  for 
all  generations.’  ” 

The  English  episcopate  has  suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  Dr.  Stubbs, 
Bishop  of  Truro,  who  is  succeeded  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  0.  Burrows,  D.D., ;  and 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Drury,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  lias  been 
translated  to  the  vacant  see  of  Ripon.  In  his  place  in  the  former  diocese 
there  has  been  consecrated  as  Bishop  the  Rt.  Rev.  James  Denton  Thompson. 
The  Rev.  J.  P.  Maud  has  been  consecrated  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Kensington 
in  the  diocese  of  London. 

FAITH  AND  ORDER,  WORLD  CONFERENCE  ON 

The  Joint  Commission  has  been  continuing  its  work  as  in  the  previous 
year.  A  Commission  has  been  appointed  by  the  Church  of  England  in  Canada. 
The  greater  number  of  the  leading  Protestant  bodies  in  the  United  States 
have  now  appointed  Commissions  to  represent  them. 

A  formal  invitation  to  participate  in  the  arrangements  for  the  Con¬ 
ference  has  been  addressed  to  the  Old  Catholic  Churches  in  Europe.  In  June 
1912,  a  deputation  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicago,  President  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  Chairman  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
the  Bishop  of  Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  William  T.  Manning,  D.D.,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Plan  and  Scope,  visited  Great  Britain,  and  secured  the 
promise  of  »the  appointment  of  cooperating  Commissions  by  the  Church  of 
England  in  England,  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  and  the  Church  of 
Ireland;  and  the  Metropolitan  of  South  Africa,  who  was  fortunately  in 
England  at  the  time  of  the  visit  of  the  deputation,  promised  to  lay  the  matter 
before  his  Synod  on  his  return.  A  memorandum  was  drawn  by  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  expressing  the  conclusions  of  the  Conference  between 
the  American  Deputation  and  the  English  Bishops,  of  which  the  main  features 
are: 

(1)  That  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York  appoint  a  committee 
in  the  Church  of  England  to  “organize,  support,  and  help  in  Eng- 
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land,”  and  “to  stimulate  general  interest  and  regular  and  widespread 
prayer”  in  the  matter  of  the  conference. 

(2)  That  invitation  to  the  various  religious  bodies  in  England  to  take 
part  in  bringing  about  and  conducting  the  conference  be  extended  to 
them  by  their  co-religionists  in  America. 

(3)  That  the  committee  of  the  Church  of  England  should  “markedly 
hold  itself  in  readiness  to  confer  with  such  bodies  or  committees  as 
may  be  appointed  in  the  non-Episcopal  Churches;  or,  if  so  be,  with 
those  who  might  represent  the  Roman  or  Eastern  Churches.” 

(4)  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  expressed  the  opinion,  which  was 
concurred  in  by  the  representatives  of  the  Church  of  England,  that 
it  would  facilitate  the  matter  of  cooperation  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  if  the  American  origin  of  the  conference  should  be  borne  in 
mind,  and  the  possibility  or  probability  that  the  conference,  when 
held,  should  be  on  American  soil.  This,  however,  was  not,  in  any 
way,  suggested  by  any  of  the  American  deputation. 

The  Commissiop  has  continued  to  circulate  the  Report  of  its  Committee  * 
on  Plan  and  Scope,  of  which  about  150,000  copies  have  now  been  sent  out. 

It  has  also  printed  and  sent  to  each  clergyman  of  the  Church  in 
America  and  to  all  the  Anglican  Bishops  a  paper  by  the  Rev.  Francis  J.  Hall, 
D.D.,  entitled  “The  World  Conference  and  the  Problem  of  Unity,”  and  a  letter 
urging  prayer,  study,  and  conference  and  an  earnest  effort  to  get  into  touch 
with,  and  to  understand  our  brother  Christians. 

In  the  summer  of  1912  an  Official  Statement  as  to  the  object  of  the 
Conference  was  printed  and  is  still  being  distributed;  125,000  copies  have 
been  printed,  and  doubtless  more  will  be  needed,  as  it  is  being  sent  to  all  who 
have  applied  to  be  entered  upon  the.  mailing  list,  and  to  all  the  ministers 
of  our  own  and  the  other  Communions  in  the  United  States  which  have 
appointed  Commissions,  and  to  the  Cardinals  and  Bishops  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  throughout  the  world  and  to  their  clergy  in  the  United 
States.  Many  requests  are  being  received  for  additional  copies. 

The  prayers  suggested  by  the  Commission  have  been  printed  on  a  card 
for  convenient  use,  personally  or  in  church. 

The  action  of  the  General  Convention  in  appointing  the  Commission  has 
been  translated  into  Russian  and  Dutch,  in  addition  to  the  translations  made 
the  year  before  into  modern  Greek,  Latin,  Italian,  German,  French,  and 
Swedish. 

Many  conferences  have  been  held  with  individuals  and  small  groups  of 
members  of  other  Communions  and  there  have  been  an  increasing  number 
of  opportunities  to  present  the  matter  to  congregations,  Church  Clubs,  and 
other  organizations. 

The  National  Conference  of  Church  Clubs  wil  make  the  Conference  and 
Unity  the  theme  of  its  annual  meeting  in  May  1913. 

Thousands  of  cordial  and  sympathetic  letters  have  been  received  from  all 
parts  of  the  world,  from  Roman  Catholics,  from  every  leading  Protestant 
communion,  from  our  own  clergy  and  laity,  and  those  of  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land.

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GEORGIA,  DIOCESE  OE 

At  the  diocesan  convention  in  May  the  question  of  negro  Bishops,  Mis¬ 
sionary  or  Suffragan,  was  introduced  by  a  committee  report  and  was  carefully 
discussed,  with  the  result  that  action  was  deferred  until  another  year.  The 
general  trend  of  sentiment  in  the  convention  appeared  to  be  against  the  negro 
Missionary  bishopric  and  in  favor  of  a  negro  Suffragan  episcopate. 

HOUSE  OF  BISHOPS 

The  House  of  Bishops  has  held  two  special  sessions  during  the  year.  The 
first  of  these  was  held  at  the  Church  Missions  House,  New  York,  on  October 
26  and  27,  1911,  65  Bishops  being  present.  The  resignation  of  Bishop 
Mackay-Smitii  as  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  was  accepted  to  take  effect  Febru¬ 
ary  10,  1912.  Bishop  Mackay-Smith,  however,  died  before  that  date.  The 
House  of  Bishops  elected  the  Rev.  Henry  St.  George  Tucker  to  be  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Kyoto,  Japan,  and  the  Rev.  Daniel  Trumbull  Huntington  to  be 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Wuhu.  The  House  declined  to  grant,  a  memorial  asking 
for  division  of  the  missionary  district  of  South  Dakota  and  voted  to  transfer 
Bishop  Rowe  from  Alaska  to  the  bishopric  of  South  Dakota.  Questions  relat¬ 
ing  to  missionary  work  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  South  America  were  laid  over 
until  the  next  General  Convention.  The  needs  and  condition  of  the  Church 
in  Haiti  received  careful  consideration  by  reason  of  the  death  of  Bishop  Holly 
and  the  uncertainty  as  to  what  step  might  best  be  taken  to  fill  that  vacancy. 
A  Council  of  Advice  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  the  Bishop  of 
Washington,  and  Bishop  Lloyd,  was  appointed  to  suggest  what  steps  to  take 
in  the  matter. 

The  second  session  was  held  in  the  Synod  Hall  of  the  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  the  Divine,  New  York,  on  April  12,  1912,  when  65  members  were  present. 
The  resignations  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  James  H.  Van  Buren  as  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Porto  Rico  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  William  M.  Brown  as  Bishop  of 
Arkansas,  both  tendered  on  account  of  ill  health,  were  accepted  with  expres¬ 
sions  of  appreciation  for  their  services.  The  House  recalled  the  transfer  of 
Bishop  Rowe  to  the  district  of  South  Dakota,  acquiescing  in  Bishop  Rowe’s 
desire  to  continue  as  Bishop  of  Alaska.  The  Presiding  Bishop  was  asked  to 
put  the  district  of  Porto  Rico  under  the  charge  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Cuba  until  the  next  General  Convention,  and  the  appointment  was  made.  The 
National  Convocation  of  the  “Orthodox  Apostolic  Church”  in  Haiti  having 
requested  the  House  of  Bishops  to  take  charge  of  its  affairs,  the  Presiding 
Bishop  appointed  and  commissioned  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Knight,  Bishop  of  Cuba, 
to  exercise  episcopal  supervision  and  administration  in  Haiti.  The  Presiding 
Bishop  announced  that  under  his  appointment  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  North 
Dakota  remains  in  charge  of  the  vacant  missionary  district  of  New  Mexico 
until  such  time  as  a  Bishop  is  consecrated.  The  Presiding  Bishop  was  re¬ 
quested  in  calling  future  special  meetings  of  the  House  of  Bishops  to  appoint 
them,  so  far  as  possible,  in  the  different  departments  in  rotation. 

The  Rev.  George  Biller,  Jr.,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D., 
was  elected  on  the  third  ballot  to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  and 
the  Rev.  Herman  Page,  D.D.,  rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Chicago,  was  elected 
on  the  third  ballot  Missionary  Bishop  of  New  Mexico.  Mr.  Biller  accepted 
his  election  but  Dr.  Page  subsequently  declined. 
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HUNTINGTON,  DANIEL  TRUMBULL, 

First  Bishop  of  Wuliu,  was  born  in  Norwich,  Conn.,  August  4tli,  1868, 
and  after  graduating  at  Yale  University  in  1892,  entered  upon  his  pre¬ 
parations  for  holy  Orders  and  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Williams 
of  Connecticut  in  1895.  He  proceeded  at  once  to  China  for  the  work  of  the 
mission  at  Hankow,  and  in  1896  was  advanced  to  the  priesthood  by  Bishop 
Graves.  He  was  transferred  to  Ichang  in  1900,  where  he  continued  until  his 
elevation  to  the  episcopate.  The  missionary  district  of  Wuliu  was  created 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the  General  Convention  of  1910,  and  after  the 
declination  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pott,  who  was  first  chosen  to  be  its  Bishop,  Mr. 
Huntington  was  elected  at  the  special  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in 
October  1911.  He  was  consecrated  in  St.  John’s  Pro-Cathedral,  Shanghai, 
on  March  25,  the  Feast  of^  the  Annunciation,  1912,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederick 
Rogers  Graves,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Shanghai,  presiding.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Logan 
Herbert  Roots,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Hankow,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Herbert  James 
Molony,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Chekiang,  officiated  as  co-consecrators.  The  Rt. 
Rev.  William  Wharton  Cassels,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  West  China,  also  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  service  and  joined  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  The  con¬ 
secration  sermon  was  preached  by  Bishop  Roots,  and  the  attending  pres¬ 
byters  were  the  Rev.  Li  Yuen  Lin  and  the  Rev.  Edmund  Jennings  Lee,  both 
of  the  Wuhu  district.  The  Rev.  Edmund  Lee  Woodward,  M.D.,  was  the 
deputy  registrar,  and  the  Rev.  Gouvernour  Frank  Mosher  acted  as  master 
of  ceremonies. 

•  INDIA 

A  religious  census  taken  in  1911  and,  as  reported  in  The  East  and  the 
West,  showed  the  strength  of  Anglican  Christianity  in  India  to  have  increased 
within  the  ten  years,  1901-1911,  from  213,008  to  332,000 — that  is,  an  increase 
of  56.2  per  cent.  Only  one  out  of  every  eight  Christians  in  India  is  in  com¬ 
munion  with  the  Anglican  Church,  or,  if  we  take  Indian  Christians  alone,  only 
one  in  11.  Comparing  the  rate  at  which  Roman  and  non-Roman  missions  have 
progressed  during  the  last  decade,  we  find  that  the  Roman  Missions  show  an 
increase  of  24.8  per  cent,  whilst  the  non-Roman  Missions,  taken  as  a  whole, 
show  an  increase  of  45  per  cent.  The  progress  which  Indian  Christianity  has 
made,  as  compared  with  other  religions,  during  the  last  ten  years,  is  as 
follows:  Christianity,  34.2  per  cent.;  Hinduism  and  animistic  religions,  6 
per  cent.;  Mohammedanism,  5  per  cent.

IOWA,  DIOCESE  OF 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  the  diocese,  at  its  annual  convention  held 
in  May,  entered  into  the  election  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  making  choice  of  the 
Rev.  Harry  Sherman  Longley,  rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Evanston,  Ill. 
Mr.  Longley  was  elected  on  the  sixth  ballot.  Of  thirty-eight  clerical  votes, 
he  received  twenty-one,  and  of  ninety-one  lay  delegates’  votes  he  received 
fifty-five.  On  previous  ballots,  the  Rev.  John  Arthur,  D.D.,  of  Cedar  Rapids, 
and  the  Rev.  John  C.  Sage  of  Keokuk,  were  the  leading  candidates;  others  re¬ 
ceiving  votes  were  the  Rev.  Ralph  P.  Smith  of  Sioux  City,  the  Rev.  John  C. 
Linsley  of  Connecticut,  the  Very  Rev.  W.  T.  Sumner  of  Chicago,  and  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Williams  of  Iowa  City.  The  election  of  Mr.  Longley  was  made  unani¬ 
mous  upon  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  C.  Sage. 

The  addition  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  to  the  working  force  of  the  diocese 
was  made  possible  through  the  increase  of  the  Iowa  Episcopal  Fund,  which 
has  now  a  capital  of  more  than  $95,000.  Nearly  half  of  that  was  raised  within 
the  last  two  years  through  the  work  of  a  special  committee  of  which  the  Rev. 
John  C.  Sage  was  chairman. 
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KANSAS,  DIOCESE  OF 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  the  annual  convention  held  in  June  deter¬ 
mined  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  as  the  result  of  which  the  Eev.  H.  Percy 
Silver,  field  secretary  of  the  Seventh  Missionary  Department,  was  chosen  on 
the  sixth  ballot.  The  result  of  the  several  ballots  was  as  follows:

LONGLEY,  HARRY  SHERMAN, 

Bishop  Suffragan  of  Iowa,  was  born  at  Cohoes,  N.  Y.,  September  10,  1868, 
and  was  educated  at  St.  Paul’s  parochial  school,  Troy,  and  St.  Stephen’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Annandale,  N.  Y.,  from  which  latter  he  took  the  degrees  of  A.B.  in  1891 
and  A.M.  in  1896.  He  entered  the  General  Theological  Seminary  and  was 
graduated  in  1894.  In  the  same  year,  on  May  19th,  he  was  ordained  deacon 
and  a  year  later,  June  8,  1895,  priest  by  Bishop  Doane  of  Albany,  and  spent 
his  diaconate  as  assistant  at  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Troy.  From  1895  until  1899 
he  was  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Milford,  Mass.;  from  1899  till  1911  rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Binghamton,  N.  Y. ;  and  from  the  latter  year  till  his  elevation 
to  the  episcopate,  rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Evanston,  Ill.  While  in  the 
diocese  of  Central  New  York  he  was  examining  chaplain,  rural  dean,  and 
member  of  the  diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  and  sat  in  the  General  Conventions 
of  1907  and  1910  as  a  deputy  from  that  diocese.  At  the  commencement  of 
St.  Stephen’s  College  in  1912  he  received  the  degree  of  D.D.  He  was  elected 
Bishop  Suffragan  of  Iowa  on  the  sixth  ballot  at  the  annual  convention  of 
1912,  and  his  consecration  was  fixed  for  October  23,  1912. 
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MACKAY-SMITH,  ALEXANDER,  D.D., 

Sixth  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  born  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  June  2,  1850,  died 
in  Philadelphia,  November  16,  1911.  He  was  of  New  England  ancestry,  was 
educated  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  and  at  Trinity  College  and  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  followed  by  study  abroad,  and  was  ordered  deacon  in 
1876  by  Bishop  Williams  of  Connecticut  and  priest  in  1877  by  Bishop  Paddock 
of  Massachusetts.  His  diaconate  was  spent  as  assistant  minister  of  All  Saints’, 
Worcester,  Mass.,  whence  he  went  to  Grace  Church,  South  Boston,  for  three 
years,  spent  in  city  mission  work.  He  was  assistant  at  St.  Thomas’  Church, 
New  York,  from  1880  to  1887, ‘and  then  became  Archdeacon  of  New  York,  and 
for  five  years  was  intimately  associated  with  Bishop  Potter  in  missionary  work 
in  that  diocese.  In  1893  he  was  elected  rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Washing¬ 
ton,  where  he  spent  a  happy  ministry  of  nine  years.  It  is  well  known  that  he 
left  his  parish  with  much  reluctance  when  he  was  chosen  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
Pennsylvania  in  1902,  having  previously  declined  an  election  as  Coadjutor  of 
Kansas.  He  was  consecrated  on  the  feast  of  SS.  Philip  and  James,  1902, 
in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Philadelphia,  by  Bishops  Doane,  Scar¬ 
borough,  Whitehead,  Potter,  Talbot,  Adams,  Leonard,  Satterlee,  McVickar,  and 
Mills  (of  Ontario).  His  episcopate  was  marked  by  faithful  and  unremitting 
labor,  as  assistant  to  the  aged  Bishop  Whitaker,  but  was  shadowed  for  years 
by  increasing  physical  disability.  In  1908  he  went  abroad  for  rest  and 
medical  treatment  and  was  absent  for  almost  a  year.  On  the  death  of  Bishop 
Whitaker  in  February,  1911,  he  succeeded  to  the  see,  but  yielding  to  the 
urgent  advice  of  his  physicians,  he  asked,  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
diocese  in  May,  1911,  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  also  a  Suf¬ 
fragan,  and  at  the  time  of  the  consecration  of  Drs.  Rhinelander  and  Garland 
to  those  offices,  he  announced  that  his  resignation  had  been  presented  to  the 
House  of  Bishops,  to  take  effect  February  10,  1912.  Bishop  Mackay-Smith 
received  the  degree  of  D.D.  from  Trinity  College  in  1889,  and  S.T.D.  from 
Hobart  the  same  year.  He  was  widely  known  and  honored  in  the  Church, 
and  had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  civic  and  philanthropic  affairs  of  Phila¬ 
delphia.  His  private  fortune  was  administered  as  a  trust  from  God,  and  his 
gifts  to  missions  and  charities  were  many  and  generous.  Among  the  last 
acts  of  his  life  were  the  offer  of  his  beautiful  house  to  the  diocese  for  an 
episcopal  residence  and  the  donation  of  a  goodly  sum  to  the  parish  of  All 
Souls  for  the  Deaf,  toward  the  building  of  their  new  church  and  parish  house. 
He  entertained  the  clergy  and  people  of  the  diocese  frequently  and  most  hos¬ 
pitably  in  his  own  home,  and  lent  ready  aid  to  every  appeal  for  support  in  the 
work  of  the  parishes  and  institutions  under  his  care. 

MASSACHUSETTS,  DIOCESE  OF 

During  the  year  the  formalities  necessary  for  the  transition  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Boston,  to  the  Cathedral  of  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts  were  com¬ 
pleted.  At  the  diocesan  convention  in  April  the  tender  of  the  parish  cor¬ 
poration  was  accepted  by  the  convention,  the  Bishop  reviewing  in  his  annual 
address  the  steps  that  had  led  up  toward  this  event.  The  plan  is  to  hold  the 
present  down-town  church  for  Cathedral  purposes  for  the  next  twenty-five 
years  or  more,  during  which  time  the  bequest  of  Miss  Walker,  amounting  to 
more  than  a  million  dollars,  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate,  and  when  the 
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proper  time  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Cathedral  building  shall  seem  ripe,  the 
fund  may  be  available  for  the  purpose.  In  the  meantime  St.  Paul’s  has  been 
remodeled  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  it  to  Cathedral  uses,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  an  endowment  for  its  maintenance  may  be  secured. 

McELWAIN,  FRANK  ARTHUR,  D.D., 

Bishop  Suffragan  of  Minnesota,  was  born  in  Warsaw,  N.  Y.,  on  December 
14,  1875.  He  was  graduated  from  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1899, 
with  the  degree  of  B.A.  His  theological  education  was  received  at  Seabury 
Divinity  School,  Faribault,  from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  B.D.  in  1902.  Soon  after  he  received  the  degree  of  M.A.  from 
Trinity  College.  He  was  ordered  deacon  by  Bishop  Atwill  of  West  Missouri 
on  St.  Barnabas’  Day,  1902,  and  priest  by  the  same  Bishop  on  February  10, 
1903.  The  first  three  years  of  his  ministry  were  spent  in  the  diocese  of  West 
Missouri,  for  the  most  part  in  missionary  work.  In  1905  he  was  chosen  in¬ 
structor  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  at  Seabury  Divinity  School,  and  in 
January  1907,  on  the  death  of  the  Rev.  George  H.  Davis,  D.D.,  he  was  elected 
Warden  of  the  same  institution,  retaining  the  chair  of  Old  Testament.  He 
became  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  of  Our  Merciful  Saviour  on  September  11, 
1911.  He  was  an  examining  chaplain  from  1905  to  1912,  a  member  of  the 
ecclesiastical  court  of  the  diocese  from  1907  to  1912,  and  a  deputy  to  the 
General  Convention  of  1910.  Mr.  McElwain  received  the  degree  of  D.D. 
from  Seabury  Divinity  School  at  the  Commencement,  May  21,  1912.  On 
November  17,  1903,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Helen  Cantwell  De  Muth.  He 
was  elected  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Minnesota  at  the  annual  convention  of  that 
diocese  in  May  1912.  The  date  of  his  consecration  was  fixed  for  October 
30,  1912.

NEW  YORK,  DIOCESE  OF 

It  was  determined  in  November  1911  that  a  synod  hall  should  be  erected 
on  the  Cathedral  grounds  at  a  cost  of  about  $250,000,  especially  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  House  of  Deputies  at  the  coming  General  Convention, 
retaining  the  present  synod  hall  for  gatherings  requiring  less  seating  capacity. 
It  was  announced  at  Christmas  time  that  since  the  opening  of  the  Choir 
and  Crossing  in  April,  $1,000,000  had  been  contributed  for  the  building  of 
three  memorial  chapels,  a  bronze  and  marble  pulpit  had  been  erected  by 
Mrs.  Russell  Sage  in  memory  of  Bishop  Potter,  choir  school  buildings  are 
to  be  erected  at  the  cost  of  $150,000  as  the  gift  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  Blodgett,  and 
the  amount  had  been  pledged  for  the  new  synod  hall.  In  March  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  episcopal  residence  in  Gramercy  Park  had  been  sold  and 
a  new  episcopal  residence  would  be  erected  on  the  Cathedral  grounds.  In 
the  meantime  an  office  ig  arranged  for  the  Bishop  in  the  old  Diocesan  House, 
416  Lafayette  St. 

PENNSYLVANIA,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Philip  Mercer  Rhinelander,  D.D.,  to  be 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Pennsylvania,  and  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Garland,  D.D., 
to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  diocese  took  place  in  the  Church  of  the 
Advocate,  Philadelphia,  on  October  28,  1911,  the  Presiding  Bishop  officiating, 
with  the  Bishops  of  Pennsylvania  (Dr.  Mackay-Smith ) ,  and  Pittsburgh  as 
co-consecrators.  These  were  joined  in  the  laying  of  hands  upon  Dr.  Rhine¬ 
lander  by  the  Bishops  of  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Delaware,  Washington, 
Rhode  Island,  and  North  Carolina;  and  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  upon  Dr. 
Garland  by  the  Bishops  of  Wyoming,  Bethlehem,  Harrisburg,  New  Jersey, 
Erie,  and  Bishop  Lloyd.  Only  nineteen  days  after  that,  on  November  16th, 
the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  Dr.  Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  passed  to  his  rest, 
having  been  Bishop  of  the  diocese  for  but  little  more  than  nine  months 
since  the  death  of  Bishop  Whitaker.  Bishop  Rhinelander  thereupon  became 
Diocesan. 

Bishop  Mackay-Smith  had,  prior  to  his  death,  offered  his  handsome 
residence  on  South  Twenty-second  Street  to  the  diocese,  and  after  his  death 
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the  offer  was  renewed  by  his  widow.  It  may  be  used  for  the  Bishop’s  resi¬ 
dence,  or  as  an  administration  building,  or  it  may  be  sold,  either  now  or 
later.  The  trust  requires  that  there  be  “no  limitation  as  to  the  sale  of  the 
property,  but  if  used  for  either  or  both  of  the  above  purposes  for  a  term 
of  at  least  twenty  years,  one-half  of  the  proceeds  of  any  sale  may  be  used 
for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  an  episcopal  residence  or  administration 
house,  to  be  called  the  Bishop  Mackay-Smith  Memorial  House,  and  the 
remaining  one-lialf  invested — as  the  Bishop  Mackay-Smith  Memorial  Fund, 
the  income  to  be  annually  divided  among  the  clergy  in  charge  of  parishes 
or  missions  in  the  diocese  who  are  receiving  the  minimum  salary  fixed  by 
canon,  and  to  be  an  addition  to  such  salary.  If  not  used  for  either  or  both 
of  the  aforesaid  purposes,  for  a  term  of  at  least  twenty  years,  all  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  invested  as  the  Bishop  Mackay-Smith  Memorial 
Fund,  to  aid  the  clergy  receiving  minimum  salaries.” 

To  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance,  Mrs.  Mackay-Smith  gives  $5,000  to 
be  invested  as  a  maintenance  fund,  and  agrees  to  add  to  this  another  $5,000 
if  the  house  be  used  for  the  Bishop’s  residence  or  offices.  Should  the  house 
be  sold,  the  fund  is  to  be  added  to  the  principal  accruing  from  the  sale. 

The  property  thus  tendered  is  valued  at  about  $125,000,  and  has  been 
accepted  by  the  diocese. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION,  GENERAL  BOARD  OF 

This  important  organization  held  meetings  on  January  23rd  and  24th 
in  Chicago  and  on  June  11th  and  12th  in  Philadelphia,  in  both  of  which  the 
policy  of  the  organization  was  outlined  and  at  the  latter  the  Rev.  William 
E.  Gardner  was  elected  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  with  a  view  of 
stimulating  the  organization  and  the  efficiency  of  Sunday  Schools.  The 
Board  is  studying  the  educational  problem  with  a  view  toward  suggesting 
methods  and  material  for  use  and  stimulating  the  clergy,  teachers  of  religion, 
and  of  Church  people  to  higher  standards  of  religious  education  as  well  as  to 
systematize  religious  education  in  the  Church. 

SILVER,  HORACE  PERCY, 

Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  of  Kansas,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
April  15,  1871,  and  was  graduated  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
in  the  class  of  1894,  in  which  year  he  was  ordained  deacon  and  in  the  year 
following  priest  by  Bishop  Worthington  of  Nebraska.  He  spent  two  years 
in  charge  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Omaha,  after  which  for  three  years  he 
was  rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  then  from  1891  to  1901 
rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Omaha,  and  Canon  of  Trinity 
Cathedral.  From  1901  to  1910  he  was  chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army 
and  in  the  latter  year  was  appointed  Department  Secretary  of  the  Seventh 
Department,  which  position  he  still  holds.  He  was  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  Kansas  at  the  diocesan  convention  held  in  June.  - 

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  question  of  appointing  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  supervision  of  Negro 
work  in  the  diocese  was  discussed  at  the  annual  convention  in  May,  the 
Bishop  presenting  the  matter  and  giving  the  plan  his  strong  endorsement. 
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The  Council  voted,  however,  “that  the  Council  is  not  in  favor  of  the  election 
of  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  at  this  time.”  It  was  then  determined  that 
an  Archdeacon  for  Negro  work  be  appointed. 

SOUTHERN  OHIO,  DIOCESE  OF 

At  the  annual  Convention  in  May,  Bishop  Vincent  asked  for  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Coadjutor  and  offered  to  surrender  $1,000  of  his  salary,  which 
offer  the  Convention  declined  to  accept.  The  work  assigned  to  the  Coad¬ 
jutor  was  that  portion  outside  the  Cincinnati  Convocation.  The  result  of  the 
first  ballot  was  the  unanimous  choice,  with  the  exception  of  one  vote,  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Peter  Trimble  Rowe,  D.D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Alaska. 
Bishop  Rowe,  however,  subsequently  declined  the  election. 


TENNESSEE,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  Bishop  asked  consideration  of  the  subject  of  increased  episcopal 
supervision  within  the  state  and  presented  four  alternative  possibilities: 
the  division  into  three  dioceses,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  on  ground  of  extent  of 
diocesan  work,  a  missionary  district  in  eastern  Tennessee,  or  a  Bishop- 
Suffragan.  The  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  seven  to  act 
during  the  coming  year,  to  publish  from  time  to  time  its  findings,  and  to- 
report  to  the  next  Convention,  which  meets  at  Sewanee,  and  which  will 
celebrate  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  Bishop’s  consecration. 

TEXAS,  DIOCESE  OF 

At  the  annual  Council  in  May  it  was  resolved  that  the  consent  of  the 
Church  at  large  be  asked  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  by  reason 
Of  extent  of  diocesan  work.  The  subject  came  before  ‘the  Council  by  an 
adverse  report  presented  by  a  committee  aj)pointed  a  year '  ago,  which  held 
that  it  had  been  impossible  to  secure  any  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  funds 
for  the  salary  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  Council  reversed  the  view  of 
this  committee  ujmn  the  consideration  of  the  matter  by  a  committee  newly 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  which  reported  that  it  was  not  only  expedient 
but  necessary  that  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  be  elected  and  that  the  Bishop  as 
soon  as  possible  call  a  special  Council  for  this  purpose.  In  its  report  the 
committee  stated  that  it  had  inquired  into  the  matter  of  salary  and  expense 
which  now  was  guaranteed  and  secured.  This  resolution  of  the  committee 
was  received  with  open  enthusiasm  and  passed  unanimously. 

TOLL,  WILLIAM  E.,  D.D., 

Bishop  Suffragan  of  Chicago,  was  born  in  Bedford,  England,  November  29, 
1843.  He  was  graduated  at  Nashotah  Theological,  Seminary  with  the  degree 
of  B.D.  in  1871,  in  which  year  he  was  also  ordained  deacon  and  the  year 
following  priest  by  Bishop  Whiteliouse  of  Chicago.  He  spent  his  diaco’nate 
as  assistant  at  Grace  Church,  Chicago,  and  then  from  1872  to  1874  was 
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rector  of  St.  James’  Church,  Cleveland;  from  1874  to  1881  rector  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Sycamore,  Ill.;  from  1881  to  1907  rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Waukegan,  Ill.;  and  in  the  latter  year  became  Archdeacon  of  the  diocese  of 
Chicago,  continuing  as  such  until  his  elevation  to  the  episcopate.  He  was 
elected  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Chicago  at  a  special  convention  in  October  1911, 
and  was  consecrated  in  Grace  Church  in  that  city  on  St.  John  the  Evangelist’s 
Day,  December  27,  1911,  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of 
Chicago,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Ohio,  Michigan  City,  Milwaukee,  and 
Western  Michigan.  The  ‘latter  named  of  these  preached  the  sermon.  The 
attending  presbyters  were  the  Rev.  Luther  Pardee  and  the  Rev.  Herman 
Page,  D.D.,  while  the  Very  Rev.  Dean  Sumner  acted  as  deputy  registrar 
and  Rev.  George  Craig  Stewart  as  master  of  ceremonies.  He  received  the 
degree  of  D.D.  from  Nashotah  in  1912.

TUCKER,  HENRY  ST..  GEORGE,  D.D., 

second  Missionary  Bishop  of  Kyoto,  Japan,  was  born  in  Warsaw,  Va.,  on 
July  16,  1874.  He  is  a  son  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Beverley  D.  Tucker,  D.D.,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Southern  Virginia.  He  was  educated  at  the  University  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  ordained  both  as 
deacon,  and  as  priest  in  1899  by  Bishop  Randolph  of  Southern  Virginia. 
Proceeding  at  once  to  Japan,  he  entered  into  the  missionary  work  of  the 
district  of  Tokyo,  being  appointed  professor  at  St.  Paul’s-  College  and  also 
given  charge  of  All  Saints’  Church,  Tokyo.  Subsequently  he  became  president 
of  St.  Paul’s  College.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Bishop’s  Council  of  Advice  in 
the  missionary  district  when,  at  the  special  session  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in 
October  1911,  he  was  elected  Missionary  Bishop  of  Kyoto.  He  was  consecrated 
in  the  Cathedral  at  Kyoto  on  March  25,  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  1912, 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  McKim,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Tokyo,  with  the  English 
Bishops  of  South  Tokyo  and  Osaka  as  co-consecrators ;  the  former,  with  the 
Bishop  of  Hokkaido,* acting  as  presenting  Bishops.  Bishop  McKim  was  the 
preacher,  and  the' attending  presbyters  were  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Chapman  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Motoda.  The  consecration  service  was  that  of  the  Japanese  Prayer 
Book,  the  promise  of  conformity  being  made  first  in  English  and  then  in 
Japanese,  and  the  words  of  consecration  being  pronounced  in  English  and 
afterward  translated  by  the  Bishop  of  Osaka  into  the  Japanese  form.  Bishop 
Tucker  is  the  author  of  Reconciliation  Through  Christ,  published  in  Japanese 
and  translated  into  English. 


VERMONT,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  hope  that  a  summer  abroad  might  restore  the  Bishop  completely 
to  his  former  health  being  disappointed,  the  diocesan  Convention,  held  in 
September,  having  been  postponed  from  June,  resolved  to  grant  the  request 
of  the  Bishop  for  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor,  for  which  it  was  determined 
that  a  special  Convention  should  be  held,  probably  in  November.  The 
salary  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  fixed  at  $3,000  and  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  secure  pledges  and  contributions  for  this  amount  to  range  over 
a  period  of  five  years. 
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WASHINGTON,  DIOCESE  OF 

The  opening  and  benediction  of  the  Bethlehem  Chapel  of  the  Holy 
Nativity  as  the  beginnig  of  the  future  Cathedral  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul 
was  the  chief  event  of  the  year  and  was  the  occasion  of  a  series  of  functions 
beginning  on  the  feast  of  SS.  Philip  and  James,  May  1st.  Services  extended 
over  the  entire  week  following  and  there  were  sermons  by  a  number  of  the 
most  distinguished  Bishops  and  priests  of  the  Church.  The  Bethlehem 
Chapel  is  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Satterlee  and  a  portion  of  the  crypt  of  the 
Cathedral.  Both  architecturally  and  in  adornment  it  is  in  every  respect 
worthy  of  the  important  see  in  which  it  is  erected.

THE  AMERICAN  CHURCH  BUILDING  FUND  COMMISSION. 

Established  October  25,  1880,  by  the  General  Convention.  It  aims  to 
raise  a  fund  of  $1,000,000  by  annual  offerings  from  all  congregations  (as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  General  Convention)  and  by  individual  gifts.  Portions  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  are  loaned  to  build  churches  and  rectories.  Out  of  the  accumulated  interest 
donations  are  made  to  complete  new  churches-  The  officers  of  the  corporation 
are  :  President,  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  S.  Lines,  D.D. ;  Vice-President,  Rt.  Rev.  C.  Kinloch 
Nelson,  D.D.  ;  Second  Vice-President  and  Secretary,  General  James  Grant  Wilson  ;

GENERAL  CLERGY  RELIEF  FUND. 

The  Official  General  Society  of  the  Church  for  the  Pension  and  Relief  of  clergy, 
widows,  and  orphans. 

The  General  Convention  recommends  an  annual  offering  from  each  church> 
that  a  percentage  of  the  Communion  alms  be  given  to  this  fund  ;  that  it  be  remem¬ 
bered  in  legacies,  bequests,  and  wills ;  and  given  the  Royalty  on  the  Hymnals. 

The  Society  systematically  secures  and  pays  out  Pension  and  Relief  to  about 
600  persons  and  requires  for  this  purpose  about  $30,000  per  quarter. 

The  obligation  is  that  of  the  whole  Church,  the  Society  is  only  the  agent  and 
can  do  only  so  much  as  the  Church  gives  it  to  do  with.  About  67  dioceses  and 
Missionary  Jurisdictions,  merged  with  it,  depend  upon  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund  alone  for  Pension  and  Relief.  Churchmen  should  contribute  annuaily  as  a 
matter  of  course,  because  the  stability  and  efficiency  of  the  ministry  depend  upon 
the  just  care  of  the  sick  priest  in  poverty  and  neglect. 

All  churches  and  clergy  should  be  on  the  record  of  offerings.  Remember  the 
fund  by  legacies  and  Requests  in  wills.

Each  clergyman’s  name  appears  once  under  the  head  either  of  “Parishes,  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Clergy,”  or  “Non-Parochial  Clergy,”  in  the  Diocese  with  which  he  is 
canonically  connected.  Where  one  of  his  cures  is  also  his  P.  O.  address,  his  name 
will  there  be  found.  If  he  has  no  cure  at  his  P.  O.  address,  his  name  will  appear  at 
his  cure,  with  his  P.  O.  in  parentheses.  Lesser  points  ministered  to  by  the  same 
clergyman  will  have  references  in  italic  to  his  main  cure.  Thus : 

“Athens,  S.  Timothy’s,  r.  New  Decatur.” 

This  reference  in  italics  indicates  that  the  rector  of  New  Decatur  is  in  charge  of 
S.  Timothy’s,  Athens.  His  name  will  be  found  by  looking  at  “New  Decatur.”  This 
obviates  the  delays,  expense,  and  annoyance  of  sending  mail  matter  for  the  rector  of 
New  Decatur  to  his  lesser  cure  at  Athens. 

Where  the  P.  O.  is  not  the  same  as  the  principal  cure,  it  is  designated  thus : 

Montevallo,  S.  Andrew’s,  T.  J.  Beard,  D.D.  (Birmingham). 

This  shows  that  the  missionary  at  Montevallo  resides  at  Birmingham,  but  has 
no  charge  in  the  latter  city. 

This  method  has  the  advantage  of  showing  at  a  glance  the  correct  P.  O.  address 
of  each  of  the  clergy  in  any  given  Diocese,  and  also  shows  which  is  the  principal, 
and  which  the  lesser,  charge  of  any  one  clergyman.

CHINA  MISSION. 

Comprises  those  portions  of  China  embraced  in  the  Provinces  of  Kiangsu,  Anhui  and 
Hupeh,  and  those  parts  of  the  Provinces  of  Kiangsi  and  Hunan  adjacent  to  the 
Tangtse  River.  The  field  was  divided  in  1901  into  the  Missionary  District  of  Shangha

The  dioceses  and  missionary  districts  of  the  American  Church  are  now  grouped 
by  canonical  provision  into  eight  Judicial,  eight  Missionary,  and  eight  Sunday  School 
Departments.  The  territorial  grouping  is  stated  below,  and  will  also  appear  from 
the  map  printed  herewith.  The  three  sorts  of  Departments,  though  organized 
within  the  same  areas,  are  totally  distinct  from  each  other  and  provision  is  made 
for  them  in  different  parts  of  the  canons.  The  Judicial  Departments  are  created 
by  Canon  30,  the  Missionary  Departments  by  Canon  53,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Departments  by  Canon  55  of  the  Digest.

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JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENTS. 


The  function  of  the  Judicial  Departments  is  to  provide  Courts  of  Review  of  the 
trial  of  a  presbyter  or  a  deacon  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  30.  Members  of  the 
Courts  have  heretofore  been  elected  by  General  Convention,  but,  by  amendment  of 
Canon  30,  Section  4,  in  1910,  it  is  now  provided  that  “Each  Department  shall 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  the  Court  of  Review  shall  be  chosen.’’ 


MISSIONARY  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  each  Missionary  Department  there  is  organized  a  Department  Missionary 
Council,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  and  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen  from  each 
Diocese  and  Missionary  District,  unless  the  number  of  members  be  changed  by  order 
of  the  Department  Council  itself.  Each  of  these  Department  Missionary  Councils 
is  entitled  to  elect  one  Bishop,  one  clergyman,  and  one  layman  as  members  of  the 
General  Board  of  Missions.
